The long-deferred report of Dr. 


Paul Schweitzer of the University of Missouri as to his analysis of 
the organs of Prof. John Thomas Vaughn of the First District 
(State) Normal School at Kirksvillé was obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch at 1 p.m. Tuesday and shows that in the stomach und liver 
alone 49-55 of a grain of strychnine were found. 

In the other organs not reportéd on—the spleen, brain, kid- 
neys and muscles—as much more strychnine should be found, the

Vaughn Swallewed a huge dose of the 
drug. Strychnine is a vegetable poison, 
and is readily eliminated from the sys- 
tem before and after death. That so 
much should remain in the organs five 
months after death Indicates that the 
original dose was of remarkable pro- 
portions, physicians here say. The 
usual medicinal dose is one-fiftieth of a 
grain. 

Died Suddenly After Convulsions.

Public Hearings on Union 
Electric’s Rates Will Be- 
gin Next Week. 


NEW SCHEDULE LIKELY 





Body Has Facts Which Will 
‘Enable It to Make Such 
- Changes as Needed. 


PROPERTY IS VALUED 


Facts Brought Out in Litiga- 
tion Will. Be Utilized in 
Making Decision. 


The St. Louis Public Service 
Commission will begin public 
hearings next week on the val- 
vation of the physical properties 
and rates of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. The com- 
mission has been ready for some 
time to proceed with the public 
hearings, having completed its 


of the company’s properties, but 
has been waiting on the officials 
of the company, | 
Members of the commission 
decline to forecast their conclu- 
sion, maintaining that they are 
sitting as judges and that it 
would be improper to give out 
decisions or impressions in ad- 
vance of the completion of their 


investigations, 
The commission has before it now the 
January and July bills of the 23,000 con- 


gather data for establishing new rate 
schedules. The fact that the commission 
is Working otit new rate schedules sig- 
nifles that the November rate schedule, 
put in effect in 1907 by former President 
Powelson, and which caused widespread 
dissatisfaction among consumers, will 
have to go. 


Schedules Are Complicated. 


These schedules are so complicated 
that consumers cannot select equitable 
rates, nor can they, after receiving their 
bills, check them up except with the as- 
sistance of an expert. 

One of the big questions that will de- 
velop during the public ‘hearings will be 
the valuation of the physical properties 
of the company. The company is heav- 
lly capitalized and bonded and it is 
expected that its officials will undertake 
to maintain before the commission that 
it ought to be allowed to earn dividends 
Oo all of its capital and bonds. 

It is understood there is wide vari- 
ance between valuation figures submit- 
ted by experts employed by the com- 
pany and those employed by the com- 
mission, Besides, the commission has 
made its own valuations on every piece 
of machinery, every pole, pound of wire 
and other property of the company. Its 
values are based on the tangible proper- 
ty the company now.owns, and does not 
include any valuations added by rea- 
son of high finance. 


Facts Before Commission. 


The facts regarding the capitalization 
of the company, as brought out in the 
testimony in the Morgan-Jones suit, are 
all before the commission. 

It was shown in this suit that the 
North American Co., which owned Un- 
‘on Electric, bought the Laclede Power 
Co. for $8,000,000, and in turn sold it 
to Union Electric for. $4,000,000. 

Former President Powelson, testifying 
in that suit, said he recommended the 
purchase of the Laclede Power Co. at 
$4,000,000, but denied that he knew that 
the North American Co. had bought it 
for $3,000,000. ‘rie actual value of this 
plant, at the time of its purchase, was 
shown to be not over $1,500,000. 

Members of the commission decline to 
say how much of the tangible assets of 
this company they found in their in- 
vestigations, but the experts who testi- 
fied in the Morgan-Jones suit said 
$1,500,000 would be high. In a case of 
that kind $2,500,000 would have to be 
knocked out of the valuations of the 
Properties as made by the company. 


Property Is Appraised. 

Union Electric engaged Price, Water- 
house & Co., expert accountants, to go 
over its books and make reports; which 
have been submitted to the commission. 
These reports state that the capitaliza- 
tion of the company is nat in excess of 
the actual cost of the properties. West- 
ermann & Co; made similar investiga- 
tions for the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

The commission will fix a valuation 
upon which the company will be allowed 
to earn dividends. That valuation wil 
be based upon the actual value of th 
properties, and stocks and bonds will not 
be considered. 

It is probable that the commission's 
valuation, to be definitely fixed after full 
public hearings on all items, will be con- 
siderably below the valuations fixed by 
the company, and that, consequently 
lower rates will be recommended. No

WATERLOO MAYOR 
TAKES MANY With 
HIM IN DOWNFALL 


Fred Jobusch, Trusted by All, 
Trusted All Others and 
Lost, Fortune. 


Mayor Fred Jobusch, Pooh-Bah ‘of 
Waterloo, Il, the most trusted man in 
Monroe County; is - bankrupt, and 
widows and orphans who brought him 
their savings to keep for them are the 
greatest sufferers from his downfall. 

A score who intrusted their small for- 
tunes to him are reduced te want in 
their old age, with only the scant pros- 
pect of recovering 20 or 2% per cent of 
their losses. 

And yet most of them cannot find it 


of Jobusch by censuring him as the 
cause of their own woes, as they know 
he failed because he trusted other as 
they trusted him. They trusted him be- 
cause they knew he had a good heart. 
He trusted others for the same reason. 


Helped the Unfortunate. 
The goods on the shelves of his gen- 


eral store were handed out freely to 
every poor person who came to him 
with a story of his need. He ‘‘carried’’ 
the farmers of the «american Bettom 
and took chattel mortgages on their 
next seagon’s crops. The floods came 
and washed away the crops and the 
mortgages, and Jobusch kept‘them from 
want. through the rigors of another 
winter. “Always he heped for a year ef 
good crops ahd no fiogds, and even for 
two or three geod seasons in succes- 
sion. Then the farmers would pay him 
what they owed him and he could 
square himself with these whese money, 
given inte his keeping, enabled him to 
trust the others. But the good: sea- 
sons did not come and his business went 


‘ from bad to worse. 


He was Treasurer of School District 
No. 23. He was expected to loan the 
school funds on good real estate se- 
curity. There was an application for 
a loan and Jobusch said he gid not 
have the money. He was called before 
the school trustees and he admitted to 
them that he was unable to produce 
$8500 of the school funds, |. 

The next day everybody knew that 
Fred Jobusch was facing ruin. Women 
who had intrusted their all to him 
flocked to his store and demanded their 
money. He told them, sadly, that’ he 
did not have it. They wept and berated 
him. .He bowed bis head ang accepted 
it all as his due. , 

Files Suit in Bankruptcy. 

There was nothing left to him but vol- 
untary bankruptcy. He filed the ac- 
knowledgment of his insolvency and was 
adjudged a bankrupt in the Fedéral 
Court at East St. Louis. He gave. his 
abilities as about $60,000 and his tangi- 
ble property, including hig home, as of 
the value of about $20,000, with anoth- 
er $12,000 of very doubtfy) credit, and 
store accounts. 

He was adjudicated a bankrupt and 
the creditors held a meeting, and Albert 
Gauen, Ceunty Clerk of Monroe County, 
was selected as trustee. Mr Gauen now 
has charge of the affairs of the bank- 
rupt. The stock ef merchandise will be 
sold at auction March 3 by order of 
Walter J. Grant, referee in bankruptcy 
for the Eastern District of miinois. 


Firm Halt Ceatury oid. 
For nearly forty years the firm of 
Bode & Jobusch, established in the 60's, 
had a standing In Southern Iinols that 
was second to none. William Bode died 
in 1900 and Jobusch bought out the Bode 
heirs and continued to run the business 
in his own name.

Governor Declares Stone’s Impossible Demands 
Are Offensive and Ridiculous, and Shows De- 
termination for Recount. of Vote. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. x. 
JEFFERSON CITY,” Feb. 22.—Gov. 
Hadley dismissed Senator Stone’s coun- 
ter proposition for a Hpoount of the bal- 
lots cast for United States Senator this 
morning as unworthy of notice and an- 
nounced his intentions of having the 
ballots held until the next Legislature 
if this. can be legally. done. 
Then, in connection. with amendments 
to the primary election laws, a way can 
be found, the Governor said, to make a 


count. 
If this should show fraud, the matter, 


he says, can be carried to the United 
States Senate for its decision. The Gov- 


ernor is ready to have his vote for Gov- 
ernor recounted, if Cowherd or his 
friends .can: show any good reason for 
a recount. 

The Governor's statement, in part, fol- 
lows: * 

“It took just one sentence of nine 
words for Gov. Folk to give all the con- 
sent necessary, so far as he was con- 
eerned, to obtain a recount of the bal- 
lets in the senatorial primary. Senator 
Stone has used 10,000 words and columns 
of nowspeper space and he has not con- 
sented yet. As soon as one of his prop- 
ositions is accepted, he proposes an- 


other. 
Proposition Is Offensive. 

“After three days’ deliberation, in a 
4000-word statement, he today suggests 
a number of new, impossible and ridicu- 
lous conditions. He now asks that if a4 
recount is to be had, that it be by a 
suit in court; which he knows could 
not be maintained, and asks that I re- 
sign and pay the-costs of the recount 
if it appears that only 14,804 votes, or 
less, were illegally counted In hig fa. 
yor in 8t. Louis alone. 

“Such a proposition would be offen. 
sive were it not ridiculous.- It is his 
office, not mine, that is in controversy, 
If a proceeding ie instituted to test nis 
right to coritinue in the office of Uniteq 
States Senator, it will be before the 
United States Senate, and not before 
any court. 

“That frauds were committed in his 


favor in St. Loula everybody knows

Vaworthy of a Senator 
“Such propositions as he now " makes

“T: realize that further efforts to se- 
cure a recount of these votes by agree- 
ment are uséless.

And 
then, "in connection with the considera- 
tion of me 9 PE to the present pri- 
mary election law, a way may be found 
by which these votes can be legally 
counted. If ‘the recount shows an Il- 
legal majority in Senator Stone’s favor, 
the contést can be carried to the United 
States Senate. 

“Senator Stone asks in his last state- 
ment if I am willing to have a recount 
of the votes In St. Louis on Governor. 
Most assuredly, yes, and throughout the 
entire State, particularly in Kansas City, 
and even by Democratic election com- 
missioners. If Cowherd, or anybody else, 
can show any. good reasons why this 
vote should be recounted, I will be glad 
to see it done.

The extras, 
who have been dubbed “brewnies,”” were 
recruited from the guards of Fairmount 
Park, the several city prisons, bridge 
watchmen and employes from various 
city bureaus.

STONE ARGUES ON MYTHICAL 
PLAN, 1S SILENT ON HADLEY’S 


Senator Stone, in a statement issued 
after three days’ pondering over Gov. 
Hadley’s challenge for a recount of the 
senatorial primary ballots, declines to 
give the assurance, which the Governor 
asked, that Democratic members of the 
Legislature, if called in special session, 
would vote for a recount. 

Instead, he says, the Legislature 
“could not make it lawful’’ to recount 
the ballets and that its members could 
not “pass a retroactive law authorizing 
their inspection.”’ 

“Such a law,” he continues, “would 
be unconstitutional and every lawmaker 
veting for it would violate his oath.’ 

Threughout his statement, Stone de- 
Clares that Hadley proposed to have 
the Legislature ‘“‘pass a law authorizing 
some method for recounting the bal- 
lots.”” According to Hadley’s statement 
of last Friday, Hadley made no such 
proposal, and said nothing about pass- 
ing any law. What he did propose was 
that the Assembly should pass a reso- 
lution for a recount, just as it did in 
the case of the lieutenant-governorship. 

Stone Ignores Real Issue. 

That Stone found no valid objection 
to the legality of Hadley’s plans ap- 
pears from the vigor with which he pre- 
sents legal obstacles te the plan which 
Hadley did not propose, but which 
Stone, in express terms, represents 
having proposed. S§tone's 
statement that the Assembly could not 
pass a law providing for a recount of 
ballots already cast is not likely to be 
disputed, but in demonstrating thia, 
Stone has ignored the plan which Had- 
ley really presented.

Mrs. Nord is the second wife of Ben- 
jamin Simpson and she lives at 3645 Has- 
ton avenuy. He married her. he says, 
under the impression that his first wife, 
Mrs. Della Rogers Simpson, had ob- 
tained a divorce from him, but this 
seems to have been & mistake. 

Mrs. Simpson No. 2 says she found 
out pretty soon after she married Simp- 
son that he was a very jealous man. 
They were married Feb. 14, 1906, in Kan- 
sas City, and came to Bt. Louis in Au- 
gust, 1907, and the following year Mrs. 
Simpson acquired a restaurant business 
at 2926 Olive street. 

“T was a waitress in the restaurant,” 
she said Tuesday, “and if I was the 
least. bit civil to & man, my husband 
accused me of trying to make & mash 
on him or of being in love with him. 

Hid Rings in a Teacup. 

“While I was away in June, 1909, he 
locked up the restaurant. I got a lock- 
smith to open the door and I moved my 
things out, Since that I have seen him 
only once or twice. Last Wednesday I 
was singing “When the Moon Plays 
Peek-a-Boo’ in the kitchen of my room- 
ing house at 3116 Lucas avenue, when 
who should come peeking in but Simp, 
son. He wanted to make up. I told 
him no. 

“tT had my rings on my fingers. I 
was afraid he would take them from 
me. I wernt over te the sink and pre- 
tended to wash my hands. I took off 
my rings and went over to the cupboard 
and hid them in a teacup.

Decline to Use Whip They 
Hold for Fear of Hurting 
Home. Rule Cause. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—The political at- 
mosphere continued heavy when Par- 
liament: reassembled. this afternoon, but 
a ray of hope appeared with the an- 
nouncement that the Nationalists at a 
meeting earlier in the day had decided 
not to move an amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne. 

The text of the Nationalists’ resolu- 
tion follows: 

‘Resolved, That having regard for the 
supreme importance of the constitution- 
al struggle going on between the two 
Houses of.Parliament and being con- 
vinted that the primary business of this 
Parliament was to act on the mandate 
given in the general election and pro- 
eeed forthwith to limit the veto power 
now exercised by the House of Lords 
over all progressive legislation, the 
Irish party decides not to complicate 
that great issue by moving an amend- 
ment to the address, or by balloting for 
bills and motions during the present 
\session.”’ 

The decision was accepted generally 
in the lobbies to mean that although 
John Redmond, the Nationalist leader, 
had rendered judgment against the Gov- 
ernment, he and his followers had de- 
cided to defer the execution of the sen- 
tence and not to throw out the Cabinet 
over the budget, while abstaining from 
supporting the financial measure as they 
abstained in the last Parliamert.

When these cases reach you, instead of 
it being treated as a medical case at 
first, you must treat it as a medical] and 
surgical case, and the result will be 
that stiff joints will be a thing of the 
past. 
‘ “Many pains in the joints nowadays 
are attributed to rheumatism, but they 
are not rheumatic pains. Every pain in 
a joint does not indicate rheumatism. 
If it is treated as rheumatism a stiff 
joint will be the result. If the diagnosis 
be correct and surgical treatment given 
the case it would result'in a permanent 
cure and give the patient the benefit of 
muscular action. Physicians must be 
made to. understand that mistakes in 
diagnosis result in much human suffer- 
ing.”’ 

Miss Moeller, whose sicor date was 
restored by Dr. Murphy after an opera- 
tion at the. Mercy Hospital, was _ in- 
jured 15 years age in a Texas cycione. 
The. operation was performed 11 years 
after her elbow became stiff after med- 
ical treatment. Robert Kilpatrick's el- 
bow became. stiff after treatment 10 
years ago when he fell from a horse. 
The operation which restored the mus- 
cular action of his arm by Dr. Murphy 
was the first successful similar opera- 
tion in the history of the world. 

Dr. Murphy’s lecture was a feature 
of the annual banquet of the East St.

“The artifices of political manipula- 
tors were to him contemptible. Alike 
in defeat and victory, whether as mili- 
tary General or Chief Magistrate, 
nothing could seduce or daunt or af- 
frigit him or shake that edherence to 
the principles of fair dealing and hon- 
orable execution of duty’ which made 
him the embodiment of the cause of 
liberty. 

‘Tt always will be the glory of this 
nation that, get its very beginning, it 
was demonstrated in the character of 
Washington that the ideals of repre- 
sentative government are not unattain- 
uble. That for which Washington must 
be most admired is that in which he 
can be most easily followed. It is not 
given to other men to exhibit his mili- 
tary genius, his power of command or 
the majesty of his personal dignity, Sut 
it is permitted to every public officer, 
great or small, whether in narrow or 
wide range of official activity, in vil- 
lage board, in common council, in leg- 
islative body or in administrative or 
executive place, to illustrate that con- 
ception. of public duty and that unfall- 
ing fealty to the public interest which 
was the dominant character of Wash- 
ingten’s hfe. 

Check ef Evil Greatest Work. 

“The most significant feature of our 
present life is not the widespread ex- 
istence of evil, but the organized ef- 
forts to check it; not the regrettable 
display of avarice, but the determina- 
tion, to protect the public 
against over-reaching cupidity; not the 
waste of lives in luxurious idleness, but 


‘the magnitude of fruitful endeavor; not 


the prevalence of vice and misery; but 
the extension of reformatory agencies 
and the organization of philanthropy; 
not civic indifference, however lament- 
able may be its scope, but the widen- 
ing demands of public spirit and the 
more emphatic assertion of community 
rights; not political manipulation, but 
the indignation of the people at its 
abuses; not faithless législators and ad- 
ministrative officials, but the resent- 
ment which they arouse and the nar- 
rowing range of their illicit activities. 
“We shall not avoid mistakes, but in 
the main neither’ inflammatory and 
demagogical appeal nor the dishonest 
arguments of special privilege will con- 
trol the final outcome. Of first impor- 
tance is that we should respect the in- 
stitutions of our country and love the 


‘ways of calm reason. This despite ‘the 


occasional effervegcences’ which Wash- 
ington foresaw, is after all, the Ameri- 
can habit.’

Washington was 
altogether human. He had some of the faults as 
well as most of the virtues of the race. In youth 
he figured in many love affairs. He had a flerce 
temper, uspally under control. In moments of 
great rage his profanity was terrible. He was 
exceedingly close, though just, in business mat- 
ters. He would go to law for a shilling that was 
his due, but he would spare himself no incon- 
venience to convey to its rightful owner a much 
smaller sum. He liked to play cards-.and he 
took delight in a horserace. He was fond of dress 
and very particular about it. He was a good, 
though not a high liver. Although temperate in 
the use of wine, he had a red nose. 

Those appear to be the sum of the blemishes, 
however trifling they may be, that have been re- 
yealed in a character to which all the world does 
homage. It is his character, nevertheless, which 
makes the Washington of everlasting fame. There 
may have been greater generals and greater 
statesmen, but there never was a more majestic 
character. In patience, in wisdom, in caution, in 
patriotism, in consideration for others and in ab- 
solute unselfishness he stands alone among the 
men who have conquered empires. History fur- 
nishes no counterpart to the scene when Wash- 
ington, resigning his commission to Congress, 
presented a carefully itemized account of his per- 
sonal expenses during eight years of war and re- 
fused to secept compensation of any kind for 
services that freed a people and established a con- 
tinental republic. In his case for the first time 
in such circumstances there were no princely 
grants of money, no decorations, no titles, and no 
suggestion of diadems and scepters. Here rests 
Washington's immortality. Priceless honor at. 
tends priceless labors. Renouncing all, he gained 
ali. 

In a day given to money-madness, when wealth 
in land and money in prospect seem to determine 
the station and activities of men; when money is 
sought in public life as well as in private life for 
its own sake and without much regard for sources 
or consequences, Americans have more need than 
ever before to take to heart this en 
virtue of their first President.

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THE ONE POSSIBLE GAIN. 

Senator Stone and his organs are muddling the 
waters to cover the Senator’s escape from the un- 
pleasant predicament in which his controversy 
with Gov. Hadley placed him. They are diverting 
attention from the main point—the theft of the 
senatorial nomination—by denouncing Gov. Had- 
ley for countenancing a violation of law in the 
failure to burn the ballots. When Senator Stone 
thought the ballots were burned he denounced 
Gov. Hadley for charging frauds in the senatorial] 
primary after the opportunity for disproving his 
charges was destroyed. When he found the bal- 
lots had not been destroyed and that a recount 
is possible with his consent, he is shrieking de- 
nunciations of Gov. Hadley for not burning the 
ballots. 

We do not approve any violation of | law, 
but délay in the burning of the ballots is 
so small a matter compared with the steal- 
ing of an election that it is not to be 
mentioned in the sdme breath. One is the 
neglect of an official function which has no 
criminal nor menacing significance. The other 
ig a blow at the foundation of free government 
by the commission of frauds which defeat the 
will of the people. That Senator Stone was 
elected by the Legislature does ‘not in anywise 
detract from the enormity of the offence of stuff- 
ing the ballot boxes to assure his nomination. 
The Democratic majority in the Legislature 
elected the man whose selection by the people 
was indicated by the returnc of the senatorial 
primary. 

But the Stone-Hadley controversy has lost in- 
terest. Gov. Hadley has gained the only point 
possible for him to gain—the proof that Senator 
Stone has no confidence the” honesty of the 
returns by which he was ‘nominated and would 

rather hold his office than have the truth about 
the senatorial primary brought to light. Under 
no cireumstances, as the Post-Dispatch said when 
the recount proposal was made, would Senator 
Stone consent to it. He is afraid, But Gov. 
Hadley, is turning to the one good.end which 
may be accomplished by the controversy—the 





amending of the senatorial primary law for the 


purpose of preventing frauds and punishing 
those guilty of them. The Stone-Folk primary 
was a mockery.

Simple Rules for Gaining the Greatest Advantage From 
Your Daily Diet, Collected for the Post-Dispatch,

oe tea and’ doffea’ were originally used to keep people 





awake—as a brain stimulant—tea by the monks of Thibet 
and coffee by the monks of Arabia. 

They found that chewing the leaf of the tea plant and the 
_ berry of the coffee. plant enabled them to endure long vigils of 
prayer. ~* 

Like soups, tea and coffee are not foods and should never be 
- taken as substitutes for food. ; . 

They are stimulants, but seem to give great comfort, real or 
| ? imaginary, to many people. 

; The comforting effect is due partly to the hot water in which 
they. are fused, partly to the agreeable odor and partly to the 
theine and caffeine which they respectively contain. 

These last two are mild stimulants to the circulation, brain 
cells and kidneys. 

It is useless to condemn utterly a habit so deeply rooted as 
coffee drinking. If we canbe: sufficiently wise to regulate our 
use of these drug foods so that the maximum of good and the 
minimom of evil_may be.received we shall accomplish much.. 

Pea” is “tesponsible for. much, harm to women nervousness 
inh ‘sleeplessness. 

‘Boiling tea develop the tannin, which is a marked astringent, 
acting upon the salivary glands, thus retarding digestion. 

Consequently, people of weak digestion should avoid using 
téa with their meals, or, if tea is taken, eat first, leaving the tea 
drinking whtil after, thus giving the saliva time to do its work. 

That great tea drinking people, the Chinése, know best how 
to make tea, which- they do by pouring boiling water upon the 
dry ‘tea leaves. In a few moments the tea is ready to use and is at 
its best. By cooking it the delicious odor is lost, passing off in 
the steam of boiling. 


The old’ rule for making tea (allowing one teaspoonful to a 


person and one for the pot, and then boiling it) is too dreadful 
to even think of nowadays, wher flavor rather than strength is 
the thing to desire in tea. 
‘Milk taken in tea adds to the difficulty of digestion, as the 
milk becomes leathery after its cohtact with the tannin. 
Clear or Russian tea (with lemon) is more easy of digestion 
and just as agreeable. 
_ __ By making the tea as.the Chinese do the aromatic properties 
fre: ‘extracted while the harmful tannin remains with the dregs. 
a Coffee contains an alkaloid (caffeine) identical with theine 
ea. It is easiest of, digestion and at its best when served clear.

The problem of telling eggs Gs not 
an easy one by any means. Very 
few of us know how to do it properly.

But she ad- 
mitted on the stand that she did not 
fully make up her mind to Jeave her 
husband for good until she, had been a 
month at her father’s home, 

Thereupon Attorney Ashiy, for the 
Rev. Korb, pointed out that she had 
not become a resident of St. Louis until 
October and that her suit, filed Sept. 
18, 1900, was invalid, as she had not 
been a resident of the State for e 
year. . 
Didn’t Want to Hear Sermons. 

But before the husband’s counsel had 
put forth this technicality Mrs. Korb, 
on the witness stand, had unburdened 
herself of all her grievances and wit- 
ness had testified and depositions were 
filed. 

“We were married in 15%,” testified 
Mrs. Korb, “and for a tiine all went 
well. He was pastor of the German 
Methodist Church at Nauvoo, Then he 
begah reading his sermons to mé.” 

“Did that cause unhappiness?’ asked 
her counsel. 

"It did. He would not only insist on 
reading the sermons te me when I 
didn’t want to hear them, but he would 
ask me to sugsest ideas, and when I 
couldn't he would strike me.”

new tenor then making his first St. 
Leuis appearance. M.)Zocchi was cast 
in the role of the Cheyalier des Grieux, 
for the sinful loving of whom Manon 
had gone to her death on a lonely moun- 
tain trail which had indeed led her 
across the Great Divide in this Abbe 
Prevost story of the French wanton 
who lured a priest to his seul’s damna- 
tion. 

I wondered what marvel of blindness 
it was that presented M. Zocchi in this 
part. 3 

For he was anything but satisfying 
in his meeting of its earlier vocal re- 
quirements, Time and tjme again this 
truth became manifest. His voice was 
hard and flat and lacking in the tenor 
purity and sweetness called for by the 
score. It rose harsh and strained more 
than once. The adorable Mme. Rolland 
was singing Manon exquisitely, -but 
some of her best achievement was 
dimmed and deprived of its rightful 
acclaim because M. Zocchi could not 
rise with her to those heights of artistry 
in song, the attainment of whith sets 
an audience applauding and bravoing in 
a spirit of the finest unreserve. It was 
a great pity—but for this one defection 
the evening's delight would be flaw- 
lessly complete. , 

And then, suddenly, 
deemed himeelf. 

It was in the third act, that greatly 
awful scene in the Seminary of St. 
Sulpice, where young Des Grieux was 
now a priest, which ends with his 
dreadful surrender to Manon's wooing 
of him back to their guilty love of 
past days.

Its domi- 
nant note is the flattened note of hor- 
rer, the discordant utterance of de- 
spair, the cry of a sin-enmeshed soul 
that sees its own damning and is 
powerless to resist. The demand that 
must be met here is the demand for 
@ voice great in emotional expression, 
wide and sudden of range, overwhelm- 
ing in. volume, thrilled to its utmost 
with the sense of eternal tragedy— 
anything but the conventional tenor of 
opera as we have come to expect it. 

And it was here that Zocchi disarmed 
me and made me ashamed, He re- 
vealed a marvelous voice—not a mar- 
velous singing voice, but, amazing in 
drama, tonally true to the terrible 
aspect of the moment itself, so con- 
vincing, indeed, that, when it sounded 
the young priest's final ery of abandon- 
ment—‘‘Fer thy sake I dare all Heav- 
en’s vengeance can do! My iife is in 
thy heart! 
Come, Manon, I love thee!"-—the audi- 
ence sat appalled, as if stricken to the 
soul with the horror of the instant.
